I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  approval,  my  report 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of 
Little  Lever,  during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1961. 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

The  area  of  the  township  is  808  acres.  The  population,  as 
shown  in  the  1961  Census,  is  5? 088,  compared  with  4>791  in  the  1951 
Census.  There  are  1,910  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  as  against 
1,802  in  i960.  This  gives  a  rate  of  approximately  three  persons  per 
house.  The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £46,376,  and  the  sum  raised 
by  a  penny  rate  is  £178. 

Social  conditions  are  fairly  good  and  there  is  very  little 
unemployment.  The  district  is  chiefly  industrial  in  character,  the 
main  industries  being  paper  making,  ebonite  and  plastics  manufacturing, 
chemical  manufacturing,  pre-cast  concrete  goods  making,  brick  making, 
light  engineering,  and  dairy  farming. 

Births 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  1961  was  96  as  against 
94  in  i960.  This  figure  comprises  45  males  and  51  females.  There  were 
5  illegitimate  live  births,  comprising  5  males  and  no  females.  The 
birth  rate  is  19-4  per  1,000  of  population,  as  against  20.2  in  i960, 
and  a  mean  rate  of  18.1  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  birth  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1961  was  17. 4 . 

Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1961  was  72.  This 
comprises  34  males  and  38  females,  and  is  an  increase  of  8  on  the  figure 
for  i960.  The  death  rate  is  l6.2  per  1,000  of  population,  as  against 
15*3  for  i960,  and  a  mean  rate  of  15.6  for  the  previous  five  years.  The 
death  rate  for  England  and  vales  in  1961  was  12.0. 

The  average  age  at  death  was  68.1  years  for  males  and  72.4 
years  for  females. 

Still  Births 


There  were  two  still  births  in  1961,  both  of  them  being  male. 

T  .is  gives  a  rate  of  20.4  per  1,000  of  total  births,  compared  with  a  rate 
of  50»5  in  i960,  and  a  mean  rate  of  27.7  for  the  previous  five  years. 

Infantile  Mortality 

There  were  no  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  in 
1961,  as  against  three  in  i960.  It  is  thus  a  Nil  rate  per  1,000  of 
live  births,  compared  with  a  rate  of  31.9  in  I960,  and  a  mean  rate  of 
23.0  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for 
England  and  '.vales  in  1961  was  21. 4. 

Neo-Natal  Mortality 

There  were  no  Neo— natal  deaths  in  1961,  giving  a  Nil  rate, 
as  against  a  rate  of  21.3  per  1,000  of  live  births  in  i960.  The  Neo¬ 
natal  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1961  was  15.5.

Maternal  Mortality 
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There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1961 ,  giving  a  Nil  rate 
per  1,000  of  total  births  as  against  a  rate  of  10.10  in  i960,  and  a  rate 
of  1.94  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  for 
England  and  '"ales  in  1961  was  0.33. 

Midwifery  Services 

There  are  no  midwives  living  in  the  area,  but  there  are  three 
midwives,  employed  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  who  reside  in 
Farnworth  and  Kearsley,  and  who  are  available  for  cases  in  Little  Lever. 
They  are  readily  accessible,  as  each  has  a  car  and  is  on  the  telephone. 

The  service  given  by  them  has  been  adequate  and  highly  satisfactory, 
with  no  grounds  for  complaint. 

As  in  past  years,  many  cases  have  been  admitted  to  the  Bolton 
and  District  General  Hospital  and  to  Maternity  Homes  outside  the  district, 
but  quite  a  number  of  confinements  have  been  dealt  with  in  the  homes  of 
the  patients.

There  were  seven  deaths  from  Cancer  in  1961,  compared  with  fourteen 
in  I960.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  1.54  per  1,000  of  population,  as 
against  2,86  in  I960,  ana  a  mean  rate  of  1.94  for  the  previous  five  years.

District  Nursing 


There  is  one  District  Nurse  resident  in  the  district.  As 
in  past  years,  Nurse  Jackson  has  shown  herself  to  be  a  most  efficient 
and  conscientious  District  Nurse.  She  has  been  unsparing  in  her  work 
of  attendin  •  to  the  sick  and  aged,  and  is  held  in  the  highest  esteem 
by  all  sections  of  the  community. 
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District  Pursing  (Continued) 

The  Home  Help  Service  operating  in  the  district  has  again 
been  of  outstanding  value  to  the  sick.  They  have  proved  a  source  of 
comfort  and  real  help  to  the  less  fortunate  persons  in  the  district, 
and  have  carried  out  their  duties  efficiently  and  cheerfully. 
Unfortunately,  there  is  a  greater  demand  for  their  services  than 
their  numbers  are  able  to  cope  with,  and  in  consequence,  many  sick 
people  are  not  provided  with  as  much  help  as  they  really  need.  In 
spite  of  the  shortage  of  staff,  those  in  the  service  have  worked  with 
kindness  and  understanding,  and  have  proved  that  they  are  an  indispensable 
segment  of  the  Health  Service. 

Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 

This  Committee  is  now  very  firmly  established  and  has  done 
a  considerable  amount  of  good  work  during  the  year.  The  Officials  and 
Members  of  the  Committee  are  very  keenly  interested  in  the  work  and  are 
constantly  organising  efforts  to  keep  the  finances  in  a  sound  condition. 

The  Chiropody  Service  and  Meals  on  Hheels  Service  have  been 
of  great  help  to  the  old  people,  and  have  become  a  part  of  their  life. 
Meals  are  delivered  on  two  days  per  week  to  a  selected  number  of  old 
persons.  Tdis  service  has  been  me.de  possible  by  the  generosity  of  the 
United  Ebonite  and  Lorival  Company  in  providing  meals  from  their  canteen 
at  cost  price,  and  also  by  the  kindness  of  car  owners  and  helpers  in 
going  round  to  the  homes  to  deliver  the  hot  meals. 

Gifts  of  potted  meat,  groceries  and  sweets  were  distributed 
at  Christmas  time,  and  gifts  of  tea  and  sweets  are  sent  out  on 
birthday  occasions /  together  with  a  greetings  card  from  the  Committee, 

In  addition,  certain  members  of  the  Committee  pay  periodical  visits  to 
the  old  people,  and  concerts  and  other  events  were  organised  in  order  to 
bring  a  little  change  and  cheerfulness  into  what,  in  many  cases,  would 
otherwise  have  been  a  dreadfully  monotonous  and  lonely  life.  All  this 
has  made  a  great  difference  to  a  large  number  of  old  people,  and  they 
have  shown,  in  many  ways,  hor  grateful  they  are  for  the  interest  shown 
in  their  lives  by  the  Committee. 

Hospital  and  Ambulance  Services 

The  district  is  adequately  served  in  the  matter  of  hospital 
accommodation,  and  there  is  very  rarely  any  difficulty  in  getting 
urgent  cases  admitted.  There  is,  however,  very  often  the  greatest 
difficulty  in  getting  old  and  chronically  ill  patients  into  hospital. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  ambulance  service  has  been  run 
most  efficiently  and  with  no  cause  for  complaint.  Urgent  cases  are 
always  dealt  with  promptly  and  the  staff  of  the  ambulance  service  have 
been  unfailingly  helpful  and  courteous  at  all  times  of  the  day  or  night.

Sanitary  Inspections 

During  the  year  1961,  the  number  of  premises  visited  for 
the  purpose  of  sanitary  inspections  was  267,  involving  a  total  of 
293  visits,  iis  a  result  of  these  visits,  31  defects  or  nuisances 
•ere  discovered.  Of  these,  29  were  abated  through  the  issuing  of 
30  informal  notices,  and  1  statutory  notice,  but  no  legal  proceedings 
were  necessary. 

Bakehouses,  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  periodically 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  have  been  found  to  be  in  satisfactory 
condition. 


There  are  five  dairy  farms  in  the  district  and  the  milk 
produced  from  these  farms  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality. 

There  are  eighteen  food  shops  in  the  district,  and  these  have 
been  visited  and  inspected  periodically.  The  standard  of  hygiene  in 
the  shops  is  now  considerably  higher  than  it  was  some  years  ago,  and 
owners  and  employees  now  show  much  more  interest  in  cleanliness  in  the 
handling  of  food  and  in  the  protection  of  food  on  display.  Six  cases 
of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,  but  investigation  of 
these  cases  revealed  nothing  of  a  definite  nature. 

Model  Bye-laws  for  Pood  Hygiene  are  in  force,  and  notices 
to  shops  and  canteens  are  issued  from  time  to  time  with  the  object  of 
maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene. 

V/ater  Supply 


The  water  supply  is  from  the  Irwell  Valley  'ater  Board's  mains 
and  is  constant.  All  houses  are  directly  connected,  the  number  of 
houses  with  a  piped  supply  being  1,910. 

During  1961,  44  bacteriological  examinations  and  9  chemical 
analyses  of  the  raw  water  were  made,  as  a  result  of  which  the  raw  water 
was  found  to  be  unsatisfact ory.  In  addition,  88  bacteriological 
examinations  and  18  chemical  analyses  of  the  water  going  into  supply 
after  treatment,  /ere  carried  out,  and  all  .ere  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  reservoirs  into  which  upland 
surface  water  flows.  All  supplies  are  chlorinated,  and  any  water 
showing  a  tendency  to  plumb o-solvent  action  is  lime  treated.  The 
water  supply  on  the  whole  is  quite  satisfactory,  but  there  are  still 
some  houses  where  the  pressure  is  low,  due  to  old  service  pipes  needing 
renewal. 


During  1961,  731  yards  of  3  inch  diameter  pipes,  572  yards 
of  4  inch  diameter  pipes,  and  84  yards  of  6  inch  diameter  pipes  were 
laid  for  new  houses.  In  addition,  263  yards  of  6  inch  diameter  pipes, 

41  yards  of  4  inch  diameter  pipes,  and  5  yards  of  3  inch  diameter  pipes 
were  laid  to  replace  old  mains  to  existing  houses. 

Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal 

The  methods  in  use  for  sewage  disposal  were  quite  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  The  sewage  is  treated  by  screening,  sedimentation  and 
filtration.  No  extensions  to  the  se  /age  works  were  carried  out  in 
1961.  The  Council  are  Members  of  the  Bolton  and  District  Joint 
Sewerage  Board,  and  eventually,  the  sewage  from  this  district  will  be 
carried  into  a  common  sewage  disposal  plant  in  process  of  construction, 
•nd  sited  in  the  area  of  the  Kearsley  Urban  District.

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Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal  (Continued) 

There  are  three  houses  in  the  district  without  sewerage 
systems  due  to  the  fact  that  they  cannot  he  connected  to  a  sewer. 
One  house  in  the  district  has  a  septic  tank  which  is  kept  in  order 
hy  the  owner.  During  1961,  102  new  houses  were  connected  up  to  the 
sewerage  system. 


House  refuse  is  collected  hy  the  Council’s  covered  motor 
wagon.  Collections  are  made  each  week,  and  the  one  remaining  privy 
midden  is  cleared  each  fortnight.  All  the  refuse  collected  is  disposed 
of  hy  controlled  tipping  on  the  Council's  tip. 

The  sewers  and  manholes  have  been  periodically  inspected, 
and  sewers  have  heen  flushed  and  manholes  cleaned,  whilst  regular 
treatment  has  been  carried  out  to  prevent  any  trouble  from  rats. 

atmospheric  Pollution 


The  Council  are  members  of  the  South-East  Lancashire  and 
Worth  Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of 
atmospheric  Pollution-  There  are  12  factory  chimneys  in  the  district, 
but  as  no  complaints  about  them  were  received,  no  observations  on 
them  were  made  during  the  year.  The  time  limit  for  the  emission  of 
black  smoke  is  two  minutes  per  half  hour.  Personal  contact  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  is  maintained  with  works’  managers,  and 
consultations  are  held  when  necessary  with  H.M.  Alkali  Inspector 
regarding  dust  and  fumes  emitted  at  times  from  a  chemical  works  in 
the  district.  Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  emission  of  black 
smoke  down  to  a  minimum. 

The  Byelaws  under  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  ..ct,  1956, 
were  expected  to  be  in  operation  during  1961,  but  it  has  not  yet 
been  possible  to  apply  them. 

There  is  still  certain  amount  of  pollution  of  the  atmosphere 
by  acrid  blue  smoke  from  a  local  foundry  and  by  fine  dust  blown  from 
heavily  laden  coal  wagons  passing  through  the  district.  An  order 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  to  establish  a  smokeless  zone  in 
the  district.  This  zone  contains  239  houses  and  other  buildings,  but 
industrial  premises  are  to  be  exempted.  Owing  to  technical  difficulties, 
it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  establish  this  zone. 


Housing 

During  1961,  38  houses  and  2  flats  were  completed  under 
Council  orders,  and  102  houses  were  built  by  other  bodies  or  persons. 
The  tv/o  flats  were  living  accommodation  above  two  shops  built  under 
Council  orders  in  order  to  serve  the  needs  of  tenants  on  the  Mytham 
Road  estate.

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  reasonably 
good  and  is  certainly  no  worse  then  that  of  surrounding  districts. 

The  commonest  type  of  house  is  the  four-roomed  cottage,  built  in  rows, 
each  -with  two  bedrooms.  There  are  about  700  of  these,  but  of  this 
number  there  are  about  140  which  are  in  a  poor  condition  and  which 
have  reached  the  end  of  their  period  of  usefulness.  The  main  defects 
of  these  houses  are  dampness,  low  ceilings,  absence  of  bathrooms  and 
indoor  lavatories,  poor  water  pressure,  absence  of  hot  water  systems, 
and  old  age,  as  many  of  them  are  close  on  a  hundred  years  old.  There 
has  been  little  or  no  maintenance  work  carried  out  on  them  for  many 
years  and  their  condition  has  steadily  deteriorated. 

During  1961,  there  were  18  applications  for  Standard  Grants, 
and  all  were  approved  by  the  Local  Authority.  Twelve  of  these  applications 
were  for  all  five  basic  amenities,  three  were  for  four  basic  amenities, 
one  v;as  for  three  basic  amenities,  and  two  were  for  two  basic  amenities. 

The  work  was  completed  in  eleven  of  these  cases  during  the  year.  No 
applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  made  during  1961.  Owners  of 
cider  houses  are  still  not  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  the 
Standard  Grants  to  the  extent  that  might  have  been  expected.  This 
reluctance  on  their  part  is  all  the  more  difficult  to  understand  in 
view  of  the  remarkable  improvement  noted  in  those  houses  whose  owners 
have  taken  advantage  of  the  scheme. 

Further  progress  in  housing  is  envisaged  in  a  scheme  for  the 
erection  of  45  two-bedroom  houses  on  the  Elm  Road  Site,  and  the  erection 
of  a  Hostel  to  accommodate  18  old  persons,  with  a  Communal  Room  and  a 
Warden's  quarters  on  the  Arthur  Street/independent  Street  Site. 

There  is  not  nov^  the  same  urgent  demand  for  Council  houses  as 
was  the  case  some  years  ago,  due  in  some  measure  to  the  number  of  houses 
built  by  private  builders  for  sale.  There  is,  however,  a  great  need 
for  flats  or  bungalows  for  elderly  people,  and  an  urgent  need  for 
re-housing  people  living  in  sub-standard  houses. 

Slum  clearance  is  still  lagging,  as  during  1961,  no  unfit 
houses  were  demolished,  although  24  families,  comprising  62  persons 
were  re-housed  from  houses  declared  unfit  for  human  habitation.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  much  greater  progress  in  slum  clearance  will  be  made 
during  1962,  as  there  are  still  too  many  families,  living  in  appalling 
housing  conditions,  who  ought  to  be  given  the  opportunity  of  living  in 
modern  houses  with  modern  amenities. 

There  are  a  few  cases  of  overcrowding  in  the  district,  mainly 
in  the  old  houses,  but  with  further  progress  in  building  schemes, 
overcrowding  should  soon  be  eliminated. 
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Town  Planning 


The  County  Council  have  del  gated  powers  to  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  purposes  of  Town  Planning?  and  close  co-operation 
is  maintained  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  County  Council  in 
all  matters  relating  to  Town  Planning. 

Disinfection 


Fifteen  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year  after 
notifications  of  infectious  diseases.  The  method  used  is  Formaldehyde 
Vapour  in  the  sealed  room  of  the  house.  Two  houses?  not  Council 
houses?  were  found  to  be  infested  and  were  disinfested  by  the  method 
of  spraying  with  insecticide. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


During  1961,  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated  against 
smallpox  was  25.  Of  this  number?  17  were  children  under  the  age  of 
one  year.  In  addition?  5  persons  were  re-vaccinated.  It  is  very 
disturbing  to  find  that  with  a  total  of  96  births  in  1961,  only 
17  were  vaccinated.  Parents  display  far  too  little  concern  for 
their  children  in  this  matter?  and  it  is  difficult  to  understand  this 
lack  of  concern  in  these  days  when  smallpox  cases  are  becoming  much 
more  numerous. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during 
1961  was  85.  Of  these?  83  were  under  five  years  of  age  and  2  were 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  fourteen  years.  In  addition?  202  children 
of  all  ages  received  re-inf orcement  injections. 

Immunisations  against  .hooping  Cough  totalled  83.  Of  these 
82  were  under  five  years  of  age  and  one  was  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  fourteen  years.  In  addition?  180  children  received  re-inf orcement 
injections . 


Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  was  carried  out  steadily 
during  the  year?  and  since  immunisation  became  available?  the  total

General  Observations 


The  general  health  of  the  district  '../as  fairly  good  during 
1961?  the  only  thing  of  note  being  the  epidemic  of  Measles,  but 
this  took  the  usual  course  end  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  epidemic. 

The  death  rate  is  slightly  higher  than  in  i960?  whilst  the 
birth  rate  is  slightly  lower?  but  is  is  gratifying  to  find  that  there 
were  no  maternal  deaths  and  no  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age. 


Deaths  from  Cancer  were  much  fewer  than  in  i960,  and  there 
was  only  one  death  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

Progress  in  housing  continued  during  the  year?  but  slum 
clearance  is  not  up  to  expectations.  The  clearance  of  the  old  unfit 
houses  is  a  matter  ;  liich  merits  high  priority. 

As  in  past  years?  the  recreational  facilities  provided  by 
the  Council  have  been  well  patronised  end  have  fully  justified 
their  existence?  but  again  one  has  to  deplore  the  damage  and 
destruction  committed  from  time  to  time  by  certain  irresponsible  sections 
of  the  community. 
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General  Observe?,! ions  (Continued) 

Although  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  implement  the 
scheme  for  establishing  smoke less  zones,  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time 
before  this  will  be  done,  and  the  district  should  then  be  much  cleaner. 
The  general  public,  so  far,  do  not  appear  to  take  any  interest  in  the 
problem  of  litter  in  the  streets.  The  condition  of  the  pavements  at 
’bus  stops  and  outside  sweet  shops  is  often  a  positive  disgrace,  as  the 
public  simply  ignore  the  litter  bins  provided. 

The  School  Clinic  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
provided  by  the  County  Council  have  a  ain  proved  of  enormous  value  to 
the  district  and  have  become  an  established  and  greatly  appreciated 
part  of  the  community. 

The  district  has  grown  in  population,  and  there  is  every 
prospect  of  a  still  further  increase,  as  new  houses  are  being  built  on 
various  sites.  Since  1939?  "the  popul  tion  has  increased  by  more  than 
300,  and  there  are  now  nearly  400  more  houses  than  in  1939*  It  is  clear 
that  the  district  is  no:  attracting  people  from  other  areas,  and  in  order 
to  maintain  this  trend,  everything  possible  must  be  done  to  improve 
living  conditions  in  the  district. 

In  conclusion,  one  can  only  hope  that  in  the  very  near  future 
a  determined  effort  will  be  made  to  clear  the  slum  property  and  proceed 
with  re-development  schemes,  and  also  to  get  rid  of  the  small  number  of 
w„.ste  'water  closets  which  are  an  abomination  in  these  days  of  modern 
sanitation.
